that Service ; this was excuse and justifica- 
tion; and nothing in the first five para- 
graphs of the plea was matter which could 


‘| posaibly go to the question. of the jurisdic- 


tion of the Court, the matters therein 
contained amounted ‘to o ploa in bar, and 
while if proved they would entitle him to-a 
verdict of not guilty, they did not bear in 

test on the question of the Court's 
jurisdiction. . The’ 6th. and last para,: the 
learned Queen’s Counsel informed him was 
intended to be not-only an allegation that 
ho had been lawfully tried and acquitted by 
acompetent tribunal in this matter, . but 
also an allegation that what he did has been 
sanctioned and approved’ by a sovereign 
power. Now; the simple anéwer to the 
plea of acquittal was that the Emperor of 
China has no authority, power, or jurisdio- 
tion over Page in-any‘act of his whatever. 
By Art.13 of the Treaty of Tientain His 
Imperial Majesty ceded all his jurisdiction 
over British aubjects in China. And even 
taking this as a good plea of autrefaia acquit, 
it waa no plea to jurisdiction but, a plea in 
bar (Archbold’s Practice, page 136) which 
admitted the jurisdiction. With reference 
to the second portion of the 6th para. as- 
suming it to be true ‘that his. conduct has 
heen approved and ratified by the Chinese 
authorities, was in-the nature of an excuse 
and justification. If this was good for any- 
thing it was as a plea in bar. He quoted 
Sutton and Johnson, which he admtted was 
hardly directly in point as it ‘rose in 4. civil 
cage. Also referred His Lordship to Broug- 
ham's Constitution and Law, p, 640, whero 
@ passage was given from Lord Manafield’s 
judgment in the case of Fabricas and 
’Mosten, where the offence was committed 
out of the realm and in exercise pf office, 
and the decision of the Court was that if 
that justification or suy justification at all 
existed it must be pleaded in har, He held 
that the same ruling should apply here, Mr 
Francis concluded by asking that the ac- 
cused bo called upon to plead to the indict- 
ment, : 


Mr Hayllar, in his argument for the plea 
put in for the accused, claimed that the 
plea had been put forward only after a groat 
deal of consideration and with & view. 
to raising, in form and substanco- before 
his Lordship in the most convenient man- 
ner open to them, in the shortest and moat 
complete way, the real question which he 
supposed all persons connected with this 
case Wo desire to ‘see finally. settled. 
They had followed precedents, and placed 
before hia Lordship the real matter to bo 
settled, and in the form which would give his 
Lordship the completest grasp of it. ' Com- 
ing to consider what tho plea really was, ho 
said, the first portion of the plea, that lead- 
ing up to it, laid before the Court the facts 
on which the Court would exercise its judg- 
ment as to. jurisdiction. It was not put 
forward as a plea of uutrefois acquit by a 
competent court, because it must. be at 
once. conceded that as a British subject 
personally this Court is the sole Court that 
had jurisdiction over the~prisoier in this 
case. But it was put forward for the 
defence, on a well-known principlo of law, 
that as soon as it is established by facts 
before a Oourt—~and here the facts were 
admitted—that any act is the act of a 
foréign State the Court had no jurisdiction. 
He would satisfy the Court, by a judgment 
of the Privy Council, that an act of State 
by the Chinese Government stands on the 
same footing ag an act of State by any other 
State. Tho learned Counsel -then wont 
rinto the question of the jurisdiction of the 
Court; this was founded on the Act 24 and 
26 Vic,, c. 100, sect. 9; which was 
declaratory of existing law. It was there 
enacted that where any murder or man- 
slaughter is committed on land out of 
the United Kingdom, whether within the 
Queen’s dominions or without, and whether 
the person killed. be a subject of Her 
Majesty or,not, such offence may bo dealt 
with, in any county or -place in England or 
Ireland in the same manner as if. such 
offence had beer committed in that country. 
‘or place, under the treaty. between the 
Empire of China and Greaty Britain. So 
that this Court was precisely in fhe same 
position so far as this case went as if it were 
sitting in England or Ireland. He. next 
referred tothe 16th ‘Article of the Treaty,— 
“British subjects who may commitany crime 
in China shall be tried and punished by the 
Consul, or other. public functionary autho- 
rised thereto, according to the laws of Great 
Britain,” remarking that the meaning of. 
this clatise was a little more fully explamed 
by Seo, 4 to 6 of the Orders in Council, 
which he read, This brought them to the 
question,—Would this act if triable in 


the law, the fact that the law of England 
admitted t w_of foreign countries to be 
proved in évidenca before the Courts, that 
these Courts weighed ‘and considered the 
Jaws of foreign countries, and as an act of 
international: comity -gave effect -to those 
laws when they were’ proved before them.

Not only had no crime been committed, 
but, coming to the ‘second. point a the 
argument, the act ecome a political 
act.of the State of-which the Court 
would take. no notice. Going- shortly. 
through the facts on.which they were 
entitled to ask his Lordship’s decision, 
the learned Queen’s Counsel referred to the 
aso against Admiral Napier who was in the 
employ of -the.Queen of Portugal and who 
seized a British ship attempting to break a 
blockade established along the whole coast 
of Portugal. This waa the first case and the 
most important case in which this kind of 
law, which was now part of the law of Eng- 
land, was laid. down. .Admiral. Napier 
seized the ship, took it into the Court of 
Portugal and it was condemned; then an 
action was brought against him in the Eng- 
lish Courts for this act, The -learned 
Counsel read. at sdme length from the case 
of Dobree-s. Napier, and from the judgment 
of Mr Justice Tindal in that case. That 
seemed to him to govern this ease precisely. 
He went the whole length of the case he 
quoted, and said that not only was this man 
not punishable by this Court, but he was 
not punishable anywhere. It was the samo 
as the act of a Sovereign State. Not being 
Rable to punishment it was no crime. Hig 
learned friends, ‘to carry the point-of-their 
argument, should “inve shown that some 
personal disability attached ‘to this man by 
reflson of his being an Englishman, by: 
reason of which he could not orm those 


acts which were lawful according to tho law } ‘Ty 


of the country and the law of the employ- 
ment, He intended not to travel out of the 
facts of this case; the boundaries of the 
caso before them wore the limits of lord and 
servant and the binding effect of a lawful 
order in the taking of life. Breaking off 
for a moment the claim of authorities he 
asked. tho Court to consider: by way of 
analogy the position of a Customs Officer in 
England in relation to smugglers, referring 
his Lordship to section 181 of the Customs 
Consolidation Act of 1876. By7 the order 
in’ Counail the Law of England hod been 
imported, but not this Act ot 1876 which 
would not have fitted the circumstances of 
the country.: But arguing merely from 
analogy, they saw it was a reasonable thing 
for a Customs Officer to shoot a smuggler 
taken. red-handed, because hoe was per- 
mitted to do it, The words were:—' The 
‘Captain of any ‘boat employed by the Cus- 
toms Revenue may fire first-a asa 
signal;-and-may then. fire at or into such 
ship or boat and such captain himself. or 
other porsons.”. Now it was admitted by 
the dem: these people were re- 
sisting their capture and that the accused 
acted entirely according to law. ~ There was 
no place mentioned ; he-presumed it must 
be within jurisdiction, which was, in Eng- 
land by this’ Act, -within three. marine 
leagues or nine miles.of the coast; with re- 
ference to foreign ships within one marine 
Jeague.
